THE FARM TRIBUNE 
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Water Agency Board Opposes Proposition 9 


WOODVILLE — Following 
the lead of the Irrigation 
Districts Association of 
California, of which it is a 
member, the Lower Tule River 
Irrigation District has taken a 
strong stand against the passage 
of Proposition 9 on the June 
Primary ballot--the so-called 
“Pollution Initiative.” 

The Association represents 
over 250 water-oriented public 
agencies from all areas of 
California which distribute 75 
percent of the state’s industrial, 
domestic and agricultural water. 

In its discussion on opposing 
Proposition 9, the Lower Tule 
River Irrigation District board of 
directors agreed that the 
proposal would not accomplish 
its stated purposes but instead 
‘“‘would be harmful and

impossible standards into law. In 
addition, the initiative tries to 
eliminate conflicts of interest 
while’ creating new ones, 
interferes with research by 
banning even the use of certain 
chemicals, and creates law which 
cannot be amended by 
lawmakers to eliminate conflicts 
and confusion, the IDA board 
stated. 


“California water. drainage 
and waste disposal agencies have 
performed admirably well in 
providing clean, healthful water 
and disposing of unprecedented 
amounts of waste water during a 
period of growth and 
development unequaled in the 
history of the world,” they said, 
“‘and these agencies in 
cooperation with local, state and 
federal officials are admirably 
meeting new criteria for treating. 
re-use and disposition of water 
and waste as rapidly as possible 
with great economic and human 
effort.” The board ‘said this 
effort would be disrupted and 
diluted by the passage of 
Proposition 9.

“But we only stayed there 
one — night,”” Hodgson recalls. 
“The mosquitos were so bad my 
father moved us out and headed 
for Porterville.” 

Richard: Hodgson 
immediately started a general 
contracting and construction 
business, then, in 1920, set upa 
family partnership - R. Hodgson 
& Sons - with Babe; who was 
still in high school, Earl and the 
late Virgil Hodgson. 

In 1949 the business was 
incorporated, with four units:

Through the years the 
Hodgsons constructed bridges 
and buildings throughout 
California. Closer to home, they 
built the old Tulare county 
courthouse, the city library and 
Montgomery auditorium in 
Visalia; the ‘Tulare County 
hospital in Tulare; the original, 
wooden Springville. hospital, 
when Dr. Tracy Melvin was 
medical director; the theater in 
Shafter; the hotel in Tipton; the 
Veterans’ Memorial building in

Lindsay; first units of the Good 
Shepherd Lutheran Home of the 
West at Terra Bella; a number of 
buildings in Yosemite and 
Sequoia National -parks; and 
schools in many communities of 
Tulare and Kern counties. 

Major building projects in the 
Porterville area included the 
original Safeway store; the first 
Security Bank building; Gang 
Sue’s; the original Montgomery 
Ward building on Main street; 
and the Divizich cold storage 
plant at Ducor. 

“As of now, R. Hodgson & 
Sons is the oldest contracting 
firm in continuous business in 
the San Joaquin valley, along 
with Harris Brothers, in Fresno. 

In recalling the “old days,” 
Hodgson says that he remembers 
the board walks, the summer 
dust and the winter mud on 
Porterville’s Main street, in fact 
he got “‘in trouble with the law” 
for racing his horse down the 
dusty Main street, and he 
remembers watching the first 
street paving project in the city 
of Porterville. 

In the 1920s, Babe and Virgil 
played baseball in the old Valley 
league, and Babe has been an 
avid fan since, sponsoring many 
youth teams through the years. 

Since the Giants moved to 
San Francisco in 1957, he had 
not missed a Giant home-opener 
until this year, when the player 
strike got him off schedule. But 
he’s still waiting for his big 
moment in baseball - the day the 
Giants win the pennant. 

During the 1940s, Hodgson 
started raising and showing 
Tennessee Walking horses, and it 
was after he-had assisted with 
staging a horse show in 
Porterville along about 1946 
that he, the late Rolla Bishop, 
and Bill Rodgers started talking 
about a local, Porterville fair - an 
idea they eventually “sold” .to 
the Porterville.chamber of 
commerce affd to the 
community generally, out of 
which came the present fair. 

In addition to serving for 25 
years as the first and only 
chairman of the Porterville Fair 
board, Hodgson has been active 
in the Porterville Kiwanis club, 
he has worked as a director and 
as president of the Porterville 
chamber of commerce, and he 
served a four-year term as a 
Porterville city councilman.
